BOMBED ONE LARGEST 


INSURGENT VESSELS 


REBEL LAND FORCES, HOW- 


EVER, ROLL ON TOWARD 


BELEAGUERED BILBAO 


BILBAO, Spain, April 30. 


•—(A;—The Spanish insurg- 
ent battleship Espana was 
sunk today in 32 1-2 fath- 
oms of Biscayan Sea by a 
lightning fleet of govern- 
ment bombing planes—pos- 
sibly with hundreds of cas- 
ualties. 
She was the first war 
vessel of any size to be sunk 
by an airplane In all naval his- 
tory. 


One hundred and ten members 


of the crew of the 16,140-ton Es- 
pana were known to have been 
saved by the Insurgent destroyer 
Velasco, by government fishing 
boats and by armed government 
trawlers from Santander. 
Hence, If the Espa-na 
carried 


her 
full complement of 854 of- 


ficers and men, that would leave 
744 unaccounted {or. It was pos- 
, slble, however, that many of the 
rescued 
-were 'not 
immediately 
reported. 
It was also possible the Espana 
was far short of her maximum 
complement.

( Santander said his reports indi- 
cated virtually all of the crew 
eventually had been rescued by 
the Velasco.
